7 wild irregular Fancy, drunk with tlie Lees of 
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Frame. Then all began to ſtart and rouze, as at ſome 
Prodigy. His Heavenly Gimeracks pleaſed the Palate 
of the Age. His Epicycles, Eccentricks, Perige's, and 
Apoge's, with all the reſt of his gay Whim-whams, 
were receiv'd with general Applauſe, till the more 
excellent Copernicus appear d with fomething Newer 
ſtill: And then the bandes Dane, abaſh'd, flipp'd 
off the Stage, without ſo much as taking his Leave. 
The Aſtronomers ſoon fell in Love, and pay'd im- 
plicit Adoration to the Idol which Copernicus ſet up; 
and ĩt was but Reaſon, ſince they had never ſeen a 
fairer or a juſter Scheme of the World before. 
Let every Age improves it ſelf in Knowledge on 


the Ruins of the former. And thus whiat Prolomy ne- 


ver found out, nor Hebo Brahe or Copernicus, could 
mend or match, if now they were alive; is very late- 


iy diſcovered by the incomparable Abdel Melec Muli 


Omar, Preſident of the College of Sciences at Rx. 
The happy Muſa Abu] Latuſtan, Profeſſor of Phi- 
loſopby there, firſt ſtarted the Propoſal of a Matbema- 
tical Experiment: And laying Heads together, the 
Primate of Moroſco-DoRors, Fathers of the African 
AT * found a true Demonſtration in it. 

I have lately receiv'd a Diſpatch from that re- 
nown'd Prelate, with an ineloſed Model of this Pla- 
netary Machine: A 175 of which I ſend thee, 
drawn by my wwn Hand. It repreſents the Original 
to a Point. Examine it well, and thou wilt find tis 
much more regular and exact, than any of thoſe an- 
tiquated Schemes; and anſwers all the Queſtions 
of Aſtronomy without the leaſt apparent Blunder. Be- 
fides, it has a perfect Symmetry and Proportion in 
every Part: It makes the World appear a compleat 
Beauty. Whereas the Frame which Tycho: Brabe 
made, was all deform'd with wild Uneveneſſes. 
Nor was the Syſtem of Copernicus without à manifeſt 
Botch, in making the fmall Orb of the Moon alone 
to interfere with that of the Farths Whilſt all the 
other Planets circulate in their own entire and So- 
Htary Spheres, without an Interloper to diſturb them.

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- Beſides, he makes the Earth an Atlas to the Moon, 


hilſt this poor Wezry Globe is fore d, in his Opini- 
on, to drudge yearly round the Zodiach, with the 
vaſt Burden of Diana on its Shoulders. 
If it be ſo, tis no wonder that the Earth ſo often 
faints and trembles under the mighty Load. Hence- 
forth we need not lay the Blame of Farthquakes to 
Enceladus; as if the drowzy, ſnoring Giant, turnin 
his monſtrous bulky Corps from one Side to th'other, 
were the ſole Cauſe of theſe. Convulſions: When 
Mortals reel and ſtagger, as they walk upon the Sur- 
face,z-when:'Erees and Mountains rock as in a Cra- 
dle, and whole: Cities are ſometimes ſwallow'd up. 
No; let poor Enceladus ſleep. on, and take what 
Reſt he can in his Infernal Priſon. There was no 
Danger of his ever ſtirring again, after he had been 
once thoroughly ſowe'd in Leibes All-benumming 
Streams. Copernicus is only in the Fault: Whenever 
weifeel-theie Fatal Heavings of che Globe, twas too 
unmereiful a Task he impos d upon. it, eſpecially 
Amine H. n be ente 
It would have grumbled in its early Day and ſtur- 
dy Youth, had it been thus ſeverely us d by Orpheus, 
Homer, Hermes Trifmegiſtus, or any other of the 
Primitive Sages. But now to be thus roughly 
handled: by an upſtart Infidel in its declining Years, 
when Three Parts of its Marrow is decayed, and 
its bnee potent Nerves and; Sine ys, are ſhrunk, its 
Liver waſted, aud every Vital winding away, al- 
mol hike its Hear. boys, 
Therefore theſe African Sages, in Duty to their 
aged Mother the Earth, have found a Way to free 
her from the Burden of the Moon in her decrepit

It was ever the Maxim of ſome Ancient Sages and 
Potticiars, łhus to keep the People in Ignorance of 


paſt 'Times; the better to aſſurè their Dominion and 


Authority over them. They only revealed what was 
obvious to every Man's Senſe, the manifeſt and vi- 
fble Influences of the Heaven Bodies of the Sun, 
Moon and Stars, the Natures of Plants and Animals, 
with whatſoever elſe' was liable ro any Man's Eye 
and Apprehenſton. But as to the more ahſtruſe and 
leſs conſpicuous Works of Nature, they: were like 
the Secrets of State kept under a Veil. 
Vet there wanted not Men of Wiſdom in other 
Paris of the Morld, who ſtrove to unfold all Things, 
and render Mankind familiar with Whatſoever fell 
under Human Intellect. Among theſe, the Indians 
and Chineſes deſerve the firſt Place, who, were never 
covetous of the Gifts of Nature, but: Fought te im- 
prove all thoſe of their Nations in the Knewledge 
of the Aris and Sciences, and b the & ſtem 
of Ancient Hi ſtory. Theſe People: nut up them- 


ſelves from the reſt of the World for many. Ages,

At Which Time Chorebus of Elis ſig 
naliz'd Himſelf, by winning the firſt Rage that ever 
was run at the O. mpick Games. "Theſe Games were 


celebrated every Olympiad; and all the Youth of 


Greece floek'd to them, te try their Skill in Running, 
Wreſtling, and other Manly Exereiſes. 

About this Pime Hiſtorians began to write parti- 
ally, and the Truth could hardly be diſcern'd from 
the Fabulets Errors with which it was adulterated. 
Yet this rather proceeds from a National Emulation, 
than from a Deſign to corrupt the Ancient Belief. 


However, theu mayeſt give Credit to Thucidides, 


Who in the 86th Olympiad began to write his Hiſtory 
of the War in Peſobonneſus, between the Lacedemo- 
nians and thoſe of Alben; Whieh Wu continued 
One and Twenty Years, as that Author teſtifies, 
who Wrötè Annals of it, from the Beginning to the 
End. And ameng other remarkable Paſſages, which 
he is ver exact in recounting, he ment ions a Famous 
Eclipfe of the Sun, that happen'd in the Firſt Year 
of that War; and was ſo great, that the Stars ap- 
peared* at Noon-day in the Si.

Much about the ſame Time liv'd one Herodotus 
and Hellanicus, 'T'wo:Famous Hiſtorians, Men of In- 
tegrity and Credit; and Hypocrates, the Renown'd 
Phyſician-of Athens. Theſe are worthy. to be tranſla- 
ted into the Turkiſh Language; as are alfo Zeno- 
pbon and Polybius, who wrote after them. They all, 
except the laſt, liv'd in the Time of the Perſian Mo- 
naychy, and therefore are moſt likely to deliver 
down a true Account 'of the Memorable Events 
that happen'd during that formidable Empire. | 
As for the Macedonian Monarchy, the moſt Emi- 
nent Writers were Curtius, Arrianus, and Diodorus 
Siculus ; but this laſt is frequently miſtaßen in his 
Chronology, and therefore ought to be corrected 
by the others. Plutarch alſo muft be confulted, 


and Foſepbus the Feab, with Strabo, Appian, Livy, 


Faſtin and Pauſanias. For they either ſerve to 
Uluſtrate one another, where they treat of the 
ſame Matters; or elſe the one carries on the 
Thread of Hifory, where the other left off, And 
therefore thou needeſt not wonder that I-name ſo

LETTER 


To Hamet Reis Effendi, Principal Secre- 
tary of the Ottoman Empire. 


Sent thee a Letter ſome Days ago, wherein I ex- 
{ poſed the General Nakedneſs, Imbecility, and 
languiſhing State of the German Empire in this Age. 
My Diſpatch abounded with Characters of their Vi- 
ces: it has deſcribed exactly the preſent Eclipſe 
of Ancient Imperial Majeſty, Power and Strength, 
the Revolt. of inany Principalities and States, the 
Feuds and Diſcord of thoſe that yet remain in O- 
bedience, and pay a ſeeming Homage to Ceſar; 
with many other Things, which being well con- 
ſider'd, may for the future prevent, or at leaſt di- 
miniſh that Conſternation and panick Terror, 
wich uſes to ſeize the Hearts of Muſſulmans, when 
we are in V/ar with the Emperor. 

Now, as a farther Incer tive and Encouragement 
to tahe up Arms againft the Infidels; as a Spur to 


certain. ictory and Conqueſt, I will unlock the 
; Trea- Breed 
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Treaſures of the Country, withont taking notice 


of the Inhabitants. And ſince nothing more excites 


the Reſolution and Valour of Military Men, than 
the Hopes of Plunder, and paſſing away a Cam- 
paign in Plenty of all neceſſary Comforts; I will 
give thee a true Account of the natural Dowry of 


theſe Regions, the Riches of the Soil, and the 


Wealth, which Commerce with other Nations, to- 
gether with the Spoils of former Wars, the In- 
duſtry of che People, and the Benevolence of For- 
tune have added to their Store. $i 


Germany abounds in Generous Wines, and thoſe. 
more laſting than any other in Europe. The Rhenifb 


Wines will keep above Fifry Years. The Wines of 
the Neckey are wholeſome, and clear as Water from 
the Rock: Thoſe of Franconia are ſtrong and opera- 
tive; the Auſtrian Grape is ſweet and luſeious. Seve- 
ral Reman Emperors have preferr'd the Fruits of the 
German Vintage to thoſe of Italy and Greece. And 
ſuch is the ſuperabundant Plenty of Vineyards, that 
at a Place call'd Stutgard, there is a Proverb current, 
That they have more Wine than Water. If our Faniza- 
ries knew this, they would be for an Expedition 

into Germany : Nay, they temper their Mortar with 

Wine in ſome Places, and flack their Lime with it. 
They have ſtrong Beverages alſo made of Barley, 

Wheat, and other Grain, which they tranſport 
from Brunſwick, Breſlaav, Delph, Dantzick, Lubeck, 
and other Places, to moſt Countries in the North 


and Wefg of Europe. They likewiſe make a Sort of 


Wine of Honey, as ſtrong and ſweer as the Wine 
of Candy. | Fs | 4% ; 
There is Abundance of Frankineenſe and Myrrh 
in Moravia, of Saffron in Auſtria, of Licorice in 
Franconia, of Maddey for Dyers in Silefia, of Amber 
in Thuringia. | 1 
There are innumerable Orchards full of all de- 
lectable Fruits; the Fields ſtand thick with Corn, 
the Paſtures are throng'd with Cattle, and they have 


a Breed of the ſtouteſt Horſes in the World. They 
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have 'Timber. enough to ſerve all the Nations in 
the World for Shipping.. But that which is moſt in- 
viting, is the Variety of Mines of Gold, Silver, 
Copper, Lead, 'Tin and Iron. Before America was 
diſcovered, Germany was the Peru and Potoſi of all 


| Europe. They have alſo Plenty of Marble as bright 


as Cryſtal. _ | 1 
Beſides their native and Domeſtick Riches, they 

have mightily improved their Stock by Foreign 

Commerce; exchanging their Superfluities for 


Things more precious, and of greater Value : 


Which in a conſtant Courſe of Bartering, brings in- 
to the German Coffers many Hundred Millions of 
Crowns in a Year. In a word, their Cities are ſo 
Rich, that when they have been pillaged by an 
Enemy, the Booty of one City has been valued at 
Two Millions of Crowns in ready Money, beſides 


Plate and Jewels. The common Soldiers have made 


Hilts for their Swords and Daggers of Gold and Sil- 


ver; nay, ſome would have their very Helmets of 


the ſame. Metals. Publick Gaming Tables have 
been ſet up in the Streets, and it has been common 
for a private 'Trooper to win or loſe Five or Ten 
Thouſand Crowns at a time: This would be rare 
Sport for our Fanixaries and Spahi's, | 

I tell thee, Serene Minifter, conſidering the Im- 
menſe Wealth of Germany, and the Degeneracy of 
its Inhabitants, Providence ſeems to invite our Arms 
to make a Conqueſt of thoſe Fertile Regicns, and 
take from the Uncircymciſed the Goods which ſurfeit 
them. They abuſe the Gifts of Nature and Fortune, 
by employing them to the Ends of Vice; whereas 
the True Believers, were they once poſſeſs' d of them, 
would turn them to virtuous Purpoſes, the publick

„A Was with a fpecifick Kind of Joy not eaſy to 
be defin'd, that I received thy venerable Diſ- 
patch, I perus'd the welcome Orders therein con- 
rained with a Delight not in the leaſt inferior to 
his, who being abandoned to Diftrefs and miſerable 
Poverty, has, by good Luck, diſcover'd a hidden 
Wealthy Treaſure : For ſo my Spirit is raviſhed, 
to find in this degenerate Age, a rich Reſerve of 
Fiety and Devotion to the Ancient Prophets of God. 
I'm glad to hear the Character of Fohn the Baptiſt, 
which I ſent thee formerly, was ſo well accepted 
by thee, and all the Religions under thy Charge, 
that thou vouchſafeſt only to accuſe the Shortneſs 
of the Relation, defiring a more particular Ac- 
count of that Priphet's Manner of living, ſpecially 
of his Abſtinence, and what may be the moſt pro- 
per Interpretation of the Grecian Word & 4eidt., 
mentioned in the Hiſtory of his Life? N 
Praiſe be to God, who has inſpir'd thee with this 
critical Regard to one of his moſt Holy Meſſengers. I 
revere thy Learned Soul, and that accompliſh'd In- 
tellect, which is ever buſy, prying into weighty and 
Important Matters. I honour thy impartial Mind, 
which ſcruples not to pay th' Attach that is due to a 
Saint, tho' of the Chriftian Calendar. If we ſhould 
reject all that the Followers of Feſus do, we ſhould 


neither Faſt, Pray, give Alms, or perform any other 


good Works. Therefore in this, thou art an Ex- 
cmplary Pattern to the Rigid, Superſtitious Sort of

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Muſſulman Phanaticks, who bear an endleſs Grudge 


againit all thoſe that are not of their Narrow Faith, 
and Dark Opinion. 

' Glory be to God, with whom the WORD was pre- 
fent from the Dawning of Eternal Light, before the 
Horning of his Forks had peep'd o'er the Mountains 


of the Ancient Chaos, or penetrated the dark-Abyſs 
and miſty Vale of Noi ing, and painted the Tops of 


the Creation, the higheſt Ranks of Beings, with 
Splendors of the Early Day. Before the Sun had 
drank th' Immortal Halo in, and fpong'd up all the 
viſible Beams, to ſqueeze them out again upon the 
Moon, and Stars, and on the lower World. That 
WORD remains for ever, and at a determin'd Hour 
became Incarnate, in the Perſon of Jeſus the Con 
of Mary, as the Holy Alccran informs us. | 

In thoſe Days Jab the Baptiſt went into the 
Wildernefs, and preached Repentanceto the Fes, 
foretelling the near Approach of the Meſias. The 
Sacred Hero mede a Cave his Reſidence; and at 
firft, to wean his Body, from all Softneſs, he wore 


= Veſt er Shirt of Camel's Hair, which was girt 
«bour him with a Pelt made of that Painful and 


Religious Creature's Skin, to put him in mind, 
that he was bern for Holy Labours, Toils, and Mor- 
tiicaticns. He had no Table ſpread with far- 
feteh'd coftly Dainties ; no Diſhes cramm'd with 


blocdy and large Inventories of Birds, Four-footed 
© Beaſts, and Fiſh, His Diet was ſimple, cheap, and 
innocent, eaſy to be got in every Wood or Field, 


without the Detriment of his Fellow-Animals.For he 
either contented himſelf with a Repaſt on Honey, 


which he found in hollow 'Trees; or on a Kind of 


Manna, a ſweet Dew falling on their Leaves, and 
there condens'd by heavenly Influence: Or elſe it 
was a kind of luſctous Moiſture, which he ſuck'd 
from certain Plants, perhaps not much unlike our 
Eugar-Cares, For thus Interpreters do differ about 
the Words 77 us21 aſeor. Whatever it was, we may 
conclude it to be ſome ſlender, light and eaſy Nou- 
N N riſhment : 
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riſhment: And when this Diet faib'd him, or his Sto- 
mach requir'd a little more Variety, he banqueted on 
what the Grecians call une.

Others are of 
Opinion, that theſe reis were a Sort of little 


Shell-Fiſh, fuch as Crabs, Crawfiſh, or Shrimps, 
which Nature has generally lodg'd in Holes along 


the Banks of Rivers. a pleaſant, temperate Sort of 
Diet, commended for their Virtues in expelling Poi- 

fon, and being Remedies for the Strangury, and 

Antidotes to cure the Biting of Mad Dogs. 

The Divine Prophet therefore oft frequenting the 
Waters of the River Fordan, wherein he uſed to 
waſh his Converts and Diſciples; theſe Men ſuppoſe, 
he took Occaſion te allay his Hunger with theſe 
little Shellb-fiſn, which he might eafily take in 
mighty Numbers from their watry Neſts. And they” 
endeavour to ſtrengthen this Opinion, by aſſerting, 
That the Food which the Waters afford us, is much 
more Pure and Foly than what the Earth brings. 
forth; in regard the Earth lies under the Male- 
diction of God ever ſince Noah's Flood, whereas: 
the Waters never were curs'd, Hence, ſay they, 


1: 1s very probable, that the confecrared. Hero would 


not defile his ſpotieſs Lite with curſed Banquets: 
trom tae Earth, but rather choſe to appeaſe his 
Hunger with the harmleſs, bleſs'd, and wholeſome 
Product of the Waters. 

If thou wilt have. my Opinion after all, I'm apt to 
think theſe ae were nothing elſe but the tender 
Tops of Plants, ſuch as we call Aſparagus, or perhaps 
they were the wild Apples of the Wood; and then 
we may (uppoſe there's ſome Miſtake in the Greek

Prophet in the proper Sea fon of the Year, did uſe to 
crop-and eat the Ears ef Barley, and then the Word 

For what could be more ſweet 
and pleaſant to an abſtemious Man, than to ſuſtain 
His Life with Fruits, Grains, Herbs or Roots ? Nor 
did the Malediction reach the Vegetables, but only 
the Animal Generations, from which a perfe& Man 
Abſtains. 1 77 | 

. Certainly thoſe, who out of an Averſion for Puri- 
ty, Prayer, aud Faſting, turn themſelves from Hu- 
man Bodies to Swine, and from Religious Abſtinence 
ro ſalvage gormandizing on Fleſh, ſeem to derive 
their Pedigree from a Race of Devils: Eſpecially 
ſuch as after the Manner of Spiders, gathering Poi- 
ſon from the Flowers of Piety, blaſpheme this Sa- 
cred Virtue of Abſtinence, and call it by the infa- 
mous Name of Superſtition. 

For if the Veneration we pay to God conſiſt in the 
Knowledge, Love and Fear of his Divine Majeſty, 
with Adoration and Praiſe of his Eternal Attri- 
butes ; it follows, that we ought to worſhip him 
with the moſt fervent Application of our Spirits. 
But this Religious Ardor cannot ſubſiſt in any Soul, 
whoſe Body. is not mortified ; nor can the Body 
be mortified without Aufterity, whichalways 1s ac- 
company'd with rigorous Faſting and Abſtinence 
from Fleſh. Wherefore if we aſcend to God by 
the very ſame Degrees as we fall from him, it fol- 


lows, that Abſtinence is the firſt Step to Immorta- 


lity and Supreme Happineſs. | 
I do not mean by Abſtinence, that natural Averſion 
which ſome Men have for Fleſh, who never durſt to 
rafte of any in their Lives, compell'd to this by ſome 
Occult Antipathy in their Stomachs. For ſuch a Ne- 
ceflity cannot make a Virtue, ir being common to 
Men and Brutes; there being many Animals who 
faſt from all Provender certain Seaſons of the Year, 
and others that taſte not ſome Kinds of Food during 
their Lives: So there are ſome Men to whom 
Wine, Fleſh,Cheeſe, Apples, Herbs, and other Things, 
are an Abomination from their Cradles. There have 
been others, who, by a Præternatural * 
4 Dave 
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have liv'd ſome Days, Weeks, Months and Tears, with- 

out either Meat or Drink. So Plato records, That 
Herus Pamphilius lay Ten whole Days among the Dead 
Carcaſes of Soldiers flain in Battel; and when he 
was taken up to be laid on the Funeral Pile, they 
perceived him to be alive. Laertius tells us, That 
Pytbagoras faſted Forty Days and Forty Nights from 

Meat and Drink. From whom Apollonius Thyanæus 
learn'd the Art of keeping almoſt a perpetual Faſt. 
And theſe Modern Times afford us the Example 
of a Spaniard whom they call - Alcantare, who every 
Moon uſed to faſt for Seven or Eight Days together. 
So a Famous German Maid was diligently obſerved 
and watched, whilſt ſhe paſs'd away full Seven 
Years Time without Meat, Drink, Sleep or Excre- 
ments. France alſo boaſts another Virgin, who faſt- 
ed above 'Three Years together, | 

Such Abſtinences as theſe are not to be put to the 
Account of Virtue, in regard they were not the Ef- 
fects of Human Choice, but the Decrees of Fate. So 
would our Abftinence be depraved, if we ſhould 
only practiſe it, as the Old Gentiles did, who forbore 
to Ul or eat ſome certain Beaſts, becauſe they 
held them conſecrated to their Gods. As the Dog 
to Diana, the Tyger to Bacchus, the Horſe to Neptune, 
the Wolf to Mars, the Eagle to Fupiter, the Peacock 
to Funo, the Swan to Apollo, the Dove to Venus, the 

Owl to Minerva. Nor need we to abſtain on the 
Account of the Souls Tranſmigration; for ſo we 
ought to forbear the Vegetable Products of the 
Earth, as well as A4nimals, ſince the Soul is indiffe- 
rent to all Bodies in its ſeparate State. 

But our Reaſon in this Point ought to take its 
Riſe from the Fundamental Law of Nature, the Origi- 
nal Fuſtice of the World, which teaches us, Nor to do 
that to another, which ve could not have another do to ut. 
Now, ſince tis evident, That no Man would wil- 
lingly become the Food of Beaſts; therefore, by the 
ſame Rule, he ought not to prey on them. Next to 
this Foundation of our Abſtinence, we ought to 
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build cur Aims at the Perfection of our Nature, 
which cannot be acquired but by Degrees: We muſt 
endeavour to abate the Aliment of our Concupiſcen- 


ee, by exhaling the ſuperfluous and groſſer Vapours 
of our Blood in Sacred Faſts and; Qraiſons. Then 


we | ſhould refreſh our fainting Bodies with Food 


affording little Nourtſhment and Pleaſure : That 


fo our vain Affections, Appetites and Luſts, may gra- 
dually die; whilſt the pure Mind revives, and being 
free from the groſs. Vapours ariſing from too much, 
and too fat'ning Meats and Drinks, the Films which 
darken'd her Sight fall off; and he can better now 
diſcern the Naked Forms ef Things by her own. 
ſimple Inftitutien, than before ſhe could through all 
berrow'd Spectacles and other Opticks of Book-Philo- 
ſepby + alſo ſhe will more eaſily raiſe her ſelf to the 
Contemplation and Science of Divine Eternal Things.

But thoſe who are entangled with Vice, 
do labour: under far more Dangerous Diſtempers, 
than ſuch as afflict the Body. Wherefore the Prophet, 
our Holy Lawgiver, like a wiſe Phyſician, appoint- 
ed certain Seaſons of the Year for Sacred Abſtinen- 
ces, Faſtings, Pilgrimages, Vigils, and other Holy.

O Hebatolla ] how radiant is the Luſtre of a Lamp 
when ſhining through a clean, and fine, de fecate 
Cryſtal ; So does the Soul diſplay the Rays of her 
Immortal Virtue round about, when ſhe inhabits in 
2 well purify'd, chafte, and almoſt pervious Body. 
Wherefore it is abſolutely neceſſary for him to at- 
tenuate his Body with perpetual Temperance and 
Abſtinence, who conſecrates himſelf to Virtue and 
Devotion.

O Venerahle and Benign Dervich, pardon the fa- 
vourable Opinion I have of this Chriſtian Monarch.

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When theſe Wiſhes have appear'd too extrava- 
gant and wild, I then retrench'd my Thorgghts, and 
pitch d upon ſome other manner of Lite, equally 
promiſing Comfort, 40 leſs threatning and dange- 
rous. Fgave my ſelf up wholly to Prayer and Faſt- 
ing for a while, thinking to bold out thus for ever. 
So ſenſible a Pleaſure attends theſe Exerciſes, that 
at certain Moments a Man's all Rapture, Ecſtaſy, 
and I know not what. He is apt to think himſelf 
in ſome new World. A Sacred Pride inveſts his 


Soul. He ſeems all Majeſty within; an inſepara- 


ble Companion of the Immortals, and the darling 
Friend of God. Whereas all this reſults but from 
the Ventilation of his Blood, by vocal Oraiſons ; and 
is no more than a mere natural Operation, where- 
by his Lungs are arrificially breath'd , and gently 
fore'd to diſembogue their over-heated Airs, their 
thick caliginous Vapours, which fill the Heart, and 
all the reft of the Vitals with Seeds of Melancholy, 
Fear, Suſpicion, Grief, and other doleful Paſſions, 

But mark the Zealot, when his Prayers are over, 
his Faſt is done, and all his fervent pious Diſcipline 
is accompliſh'd : how like a Hypocrite he looks and 
acts ? How formal is his Carriage; or at leaft, how 


_ vain and light ? He either heaves out fulſom hy- 


ondriack Sighs, with ſupercilions Looks, and 
Chaps ſet like the Furrows of a ſowre-fac'd Hadgi ; 
or elſe he's tickl'd into a loud ungovernable Laugh- 
ter, and all his Carriage is ridiculous and wanton. 
Either his Hunger, Thirſt and Faintneſs, the uſual 
Effect of ſuch exceſſive Devotion, makes him pee- 
viſh, cholerick, and unmortified ; or elſe he 1s as 

apiſh as a Cat. | | 
Human Nature cannot abide long in the ſame Hu- 
mour. ; and thoſe that ſeem to be always even-tem- 
per'd People, like'the Caſpian Sea without Ebb or 
Flow, are only Counterfeits and Politicians. There 
is an Art to conceal one's Paſhons, but there is none 
that can annihilate them. We change from one 
Affection, Appetite and Deſire, to another. _

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Inclinations circulate with our Blood. They are 
transform'd each Minute, Hour, and Day,; they 
| vary like the Wind and Weather: 'Pherefore ne- 
ver think of taking an eternal Pleaſure or. Diſtaſte, 
in any Thing here below. Prayer is good in its 
Turn, I mean, the vocal Afpirations.- So are Faſt 
ing, Abſtinence , and other Religious Severiries. 
But if all Meu ſhould be perpetually at theſe Ex- 
-erciſes, God in a little Time would have but few 
Adorers on Earth. The Ground muft be left un- 
till'd ; the Fields would: quickly bring forth Crops 
of Briars and Weeds, inſtead of Corn.

5 ous Valley, which they call the Paradiſe of the Eaſt;

1 grand Root of the common Injuſtice which

1 N Obedience to thy Commands, I ſhall now 
I proceed, in relating the moſt memorable Tranſ- 
actions of Former Ages, during the Four Great 
Monarchies; obſerving thy Inſtructions, not to be 
prolix, or over- curious in tracing down the parti- 
cular Succeſſions of Kings and Princes; but rather 
to relate the Adions of Famous Men, the Wiſe 
Sayings of the Ancients, with ſuch; other Remarks, 
as may be at once Delightful and Inftructive. 

__ *Twill be no Breach of this Rule, to begin 
where I left off in my former Letter, with the 
Death of Darius, and Succeſſion - of Nerxes, his 


Younger Son ; there being ſomething of Nicety in 


the Plea between htm and his elder Brother Arta- 
| bateres for the Crown: For this laid Claim to it on 
the Account of his Frimogenicere :- But in regard 
he was born before Darius was made King, the 
 Succeſhon was determin'd in Favour of Xerxes, who 
had a double Advantage, in being begot by a 
erovn'd King, and born of 4toſh, the Daughter of 
Cyrus, who firſt eſtabliſh'd this Monarch) 

As ſoon as Xerxes was ſettled in the Throne, he 
led an Army into Zegypt, and ſuppreſſed the Inſur- 
rections in that Country. Then he fitted out a Fleet 
of 4200 Ships, on Board of which were above Five 
hundred thouſand Men. He had a Land Army al- 


ſo conſiſting of Two Millions, and Five hundred 


thouſand Soldiers, of ſeveral Nations. With this 
vaſt Multitude he march'd againſt the Grecians ; and 
to facilitate the Voyage of his Fleet, he cauſed one 
Part of his Army to dig a Paſſage through Mount 
Athos, whereby the Sea was let in, and the Ships 
might ſail two a-breaſt ; whil&- another part of _ 

"Wl ol- 
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Soldiers were employ'd in building a Bridge of 
Boats over the Helleſpont. No ſooner was this done, 
but there aroſe a vehement Tempeſt; which ſo 
di ſeompoſed thoſe Narrow Seas, that between the 
Winds and Waves, the Boats which made this 
Bridge, were all diſpers'd, broken, and caſt away. 
This ſo incens'd Xerxes, that he commanded the 
Sea to be ſcourg'd with Whips, and a Chain to be 
thrown into it; as a Mark of its future Subjection. 
He alſo beheaded thoſe who built the Bridge, and 
caus'd others to make a new One. 1 
Hlere one of KXerxes's Eunuchs, and a particular 
Favourite of the King, ſent for a Grecian of the 
Iſle of Cbios, who had formerly depriv'd him of the 
Evidences of his Virilzy. And the old Man coming 
with his Sons to wait on this great Courtier, the 
Eunuch caus'd him firſt to caſtrate his own Sons, 
and afterwards foreed them to do the ſame by their 
Father, in Revenge of his own Loſs and Diſgrace. 
From hence Xerxes marched with his Army by 
the Place where once ſtood the famous Town of 
Troy, went. in Pilgrimage to the Tomb of King Pri- 
amus; "Where he facrific'd Ten Hecatombs of Oxen 
to the Ghoſts of the Ancient Heroes, and to the 
Divinity of the River Scammander , Which his Sol- 
diers drank dry, and yet half of them had not 
queneh'd their Thirſt. 7 1 | 
After this, he eame to the Helleſpont, where ta- 
king a Survey of all his Land and Sea-Forces, 
which coverꝭd the Helleſpont, and all the neighbour- 
ing Shores; and contemplating the Shortneſs of 
Man's Life; and that of ſo innumerable a Multi- 
tude, not one ſhould be alive at an hundred Years 
End, he wept bitterly, - 5 . 
Then having ſacrifie'd to the Sun, for the good 
Succeſs-of his Expedition, he caus'd all his Army to 
pais:over the HeHeſpont by his Bridge of Boats; after 
Which, they drank their Way thro! another River, 
which had not Water enough to ſatisfy half his Men 
and Cattle: For his Army Ie all the Way, by 
| | 4 | the 
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theAcceſſions of Soldiers out of every Nation through 
which he paſs'd. Yet Leonidas, King of Sparta, with 
à ſmall Body of 4000 Lacedemonians, gave Battel to 
the whole Army of Xerxes. And in a Sea-Fight at 
Salamis, the Perſians loſt 500 Ships, with a conſide- 
Table Part of their Army; which, with other Diſ- 
aſters, or Sickneſs, Famine, Sc. ſo: terrified this 
great Monarch, that he poſted back again as faſt as 
he could, by the Way of the Helleſpont, which he 
croſſed in a poor Fiſher-Boat all alone, leaving 
Mardonius to purſue the Wars in Greece. But an ill 
Fate attended their Arms ; for at Platea the Greci- 
ans ſet upon them under Pauſanias their General, 
and routed the whole Army, killing above two hun- 
dred thouſand of them upon the Spot, and burning 
their Camp and Navy. „ 

Xerxes hearing theſe ill Tidings, fled towards his 
own Country; and by the Way ſer Fire to the Tem- 
ples of the Gods of Babylon, and other Parts of A- 
ſia, ſparing none but that magnificent Fane at Ephe- 
fus,which was renown'd throughout the whole World. 

About this Time died Pagapates, the faithful Eu- 
nuch of Darizs, who had paſſed Seyen whole Years 
Mourning at the Tomb of his-Maſter. 


I muſt not omit the Treachery of Pauſanias, the 


Lacedemonian General , who d a private Corre-- 
- fpondence with Xerxes. And having been twice ac- 
cuſed of Treaſon, and as often acquitted , was the 


third Time difcovered by a Boy, whom he kept as 


his Minion; and by the Sentence of the Ephori, was 
ftarved to Death. Th andy eee Ds GE 


Thou haft Forbidden. me 10 augment the Bulk of d 


thefe hiſtorical Letters, with Gloſſes, or Remarks 
of my own, or elſe it were a proper Oceaſion to 
put thy Holineſs in Mind, how great a Value oughr 
to be Lt on a faithful Man ; and let Nature it felf 
plead my Excuſe for entrenching on thy Orders, 
whilſt I vindicate my ſelf from the Calumnies of 
the Envious; and beg of thee to reſt aſſured, That 
no Man on Earth can be truer to his Truft,. than 
the Arabian Slave Mahmet.

But to return to Xerxes, He was unfaithfully dealt 
with by the Captain of his Guard; who by the Af- 
ſiſtance of Spamitre; the King's Chamberlain, and 
Seven other Conſpirators, kill'd him in his Bed 
with his eldeſt Son Darius, and. crowned Artaxerxes 
To him fled Themiſtocles the Athenian, who was 
ſuſpected a Partner in the 'Treaſon of Pauſanias. 
The King reeeived him into his Favour, and made 
him Governor of a Province, adding: the Gift of 
Five great Cities, to furniſh him with Money for 
the Expences of his Table and Wardrobe. And 
this the King did, not as a Reward or Encourage- 
ment of Treaſon, (from which he knew Themiſto- 
cles was free, being falſſy accuſed by the Athenians,) 
but he heaped: thoſe Honours on him, as a Debt to- 
the Merits of that once illuſtrious Enemy, now be- 
come a Friend, and ſeeking ſhelter in. the Perfan 
Kingdom, from the barbarous Ingratitude of his 
own Countrymen ;. who, for all his eminent Servi- 
ces to Greece, could think of no better Acknowledg- 
ment, than to put to death as a Traitor, the hraveſt 
and wiſeſt Captain of that Age. 2 a 
Not long hs this, the Perſians loſt two hundred 
Ships in a Sea Fight with the Grecians, and were 
ronted at Land by a Stratagem of Cimon, the Greci- 
an General, who after the Naval Victery, put his 
Men on Board. the Perfan Veſſels which he had ta- 
ken, and apparelling them in the Garments of the 
Perſian Captives, landed them. near the Enemies 
Camp in Pampbylia; who taking them for Friends, 
ſuffered them. to enter their 'Trenches without Jea- 
louſy ; and ſo were all ſlaughtered except a few, 
who eſcaped by the Swiftneſs of their Horſes. 
About that Time, Pericles- was made Prince of 
Athens, of whom I made mention in my former Let- 
ters. And Themiſtecles being made General of the: 
Perſian Army, and ſent againſt the Grecians;; rather 
than fight againſt his Country, or hetray the Cauſe of” 
his new. Maker, became a. voluntary Vigimnu to hig ft 
| E 5: | nom by 
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own Integrity and Honour: For, faerificing a Bull 
in his March, he drank off a Bowl of the Blood, 
and fell down dead ar the Foot of the Altar. 
The next War the Perſians were engag'd in, was 
with Eeypt; where, in a Battel near Memphis, the: 
loft an hundred thouſand Men. But ſending freſh 
Recruits, they dried up the River Nile, where the 
Athenian Fleet, confederate with the Egyptians, lay 
at Anchor, Which ſo amazed the Epyptians, that 
they made their Peace with them: And the Atbe- 
nian ſet their own Ships on fire, in number 200, 
and returned Home with Diſgrace, when they had 
been fix Years in Egypt. And after this, a Peace 
was concluded between the Perſians, and thoſe of 
Greece, And in the Fifth Year of the 8th Olympiad, 
which ſoon followed, there was an Univerſal Peace 
throughout the World, which continued till the 
Firſt Year of the 87th Olympiad, at what Time be- 
gan the Peloponneſian War. EIT. 
In tlie 4th Year of the 88th Olympiad, Artaxerxes 
died, and his Son Xerxes was inveſted with the 
Crown. But at a Year's End, being overcome 
with Wine, and falling afleep in a Place where no 
Gnard was kept, his Brother Secundianus, with the 
Help of an Eunuch, murthered him, and took the 
Government on himſelf, He alfo was ſoon after 
difpatched by his Brother Darius. 
-' I over-run whole Olympiads, without mentioning 
any Thing, fave the 'Tranfalttons which made moſt 
Noife in thoſe Times, But I am unwilling to flip 
the Reign of any King, though I ſpeak but two 
Words of it, that fo thou mayeſt have a perfect I- 
„ 
During the whole Series of Darius's Reign, Hi- 
Kory mentions nothing remarkable, but is taken vp 
in relating the little Quarrels, and Reconciliati- 


ons of ſeveral Provinces in Greece, ſome private 
Treaties between the Perfian Governors of Leſſer 
Ata and thoſe of Pefoyorneſus, and the Overtures of 
Peace between the Lacedemonians and the 
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the End of the Peloponneſian War, with ſuch other 
Paſſages, as would be too tedious for a Letter. 
Iwill only-reheaxſe a memorable Saying of Da- 
rius, on his Death-bed, to his eldeſt Son Artaxerxes, 
who was to ſucceed him in the Throne. The Prince 
being aſſured by the Royal Phyſicians , that his Fa- 
ther's End drew near, thus addreſſed Darius: My 
Father, ſince it is the Will of the Gods to take 
you from Earth, into their own bleſſed Society, 
and that you have been pleaſed, with the Conſent 
« of the Nohles, to declare me your Succeſlor in the 
ee ;; tell me, I beſeech yop, by what Me- 

« thods of Policy you have govern'd this Empire 
© theſe ENG tbe that ſo I may follow your 
Example. To whom the King reply'd ; My 

Son, be aſſur d, That if my Reign has been bleſ- 
* ſed with greater Succeſs and Peace than thoſe of 
my Predeceſlors, tis becauſe in all Things I have: 


© honoured the, immortal Gods, and done Juſtice to. 
As ſoon as Artaxerxes was poſſeſſed of the Crown, 
he ſent for his Brother Cyrus, and put him in Manacles- 
of Gold, with deſign to make him privately away; 
but at the Interceſſion af his Mother, he releaſed him 

in, and reſtor d him to his Goyernment of Lydia. 
. Abqut this Time, Plato the Philoſopher being 
very young, gave an early Specimen of a 2 Wit, 
in comforting. Antimachus the Poet, who Joſt the 


Garland in a Conteſt with Niceratus, at the Lyſar- 


drian Eaſt. For when he beheld the Poet Extreme- 
ly vex'd at the Ignorance and Partiality of Ly/ar- 
er, Who knew not. how to diſtinguiſh between his 


lofty Meaſures, and the flat Rhimes of his Anta- 


goniſt; Plato bid him be of good Courage: For, 
ſaid he, bis Ignorance no more dimini ſhes thy Knowledz es. 
than, a blind Mau's miſtaking thee for another, would de-

When Cyrus was return'd to his Government, he 
plotted to depoſe his Brother; and to win Lyſander 
to bis Party, he preſented him with a Ship built 3 
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of Gold and Ivory. Alcibiades, the Famous Atheni- 
an Captain perceiving this, deſign'd to give Artax- 
erxes notice of his Brother's Treaſon : But oy the 
Way he was murdered” himfelf by ſome Soldiers, 
hired for that Purpoſe by Lyſander ; who yer durſt I 
not fer upon him in the Day-time , when he was 
armed in his own Defenſe, but in the Night ſet his 
Houfe on Fire ; and as he wasefcaping through the

However, Artaxerxes quickly became ſenſible of 
his. Brother's Deſigns ; and. railing an Army of 
Nine Hundred Thouſand Men, gave him hattel not 
far from Babylon. In the Fight he was wounded by 
Cyrus; but after a hot Diſpnte, Cyrur was kill'd, 
and Artaxerxes got the Victory. . 
Pariſatis, the Mother af Cyrus, to revenge the 
Death. of her Son, cauſed thoſe that wounded him 
to be kill d with lingring Torments; and inviting 
| Queen Szatyra the Wife of Artaxerxes, to a Feaſt, 
the divided the Bird Rhindaces aſunder with a Rnife 
poiſoned on one Side, and f the venomed Part 
to Statyra, eating the other her ſelf.

of one was headed by the Prince of Orange: The 
other by John de Wit, and the third was compoſed 


of the Commons, without any Chief of Note. 

J will not trouble thee with a Character of the 
Prince of Orange. He is already known by Fame 
at the Sublime Port. As to 2 ge Ni, I can give 
no other Account at preſent, but that he was a 
Perſon, whom Fortune had raiſed to ſuch an Emi- 
nence in the Commonwealth, as made him the Prince 
of Oranges Rival, and Competitor for the Supre- 
macy. Therefore he ſought to exclude him from 


all Employments and Offices of Truſt, that he 
might eftabliſh himſelf in his Place. 


The Third Party, whom we may call Republi- 


licans; were of Opinion, That it was not for the 
Honour of the Commonwealth to acknowledge any 
Head; judging that the Eſtabliſhment or Excluſion, 
the Riſe or Fall of the Prince, or De-Wit, ought 
to be a Thing indifferent to the Szates, In re- 
gard the Commoncrealihb appeared in their Sight ſuf- 
ficent to flouriſh, under the Protection of her 
own Arms and Riches, without having any Need 
of either the Prince of Oranges Aſſiſtance, or De- 

However, notwitliſtanding theſe Animoſit ies of the 
Hollanders among themſelves ; as ſoon as they found 
themſelvesengag'd in a War with Two ſuch Potent 


Monarchs, they all unanimouſly choſe the Prince 
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of Orange, as General of their Army: Remembring 
the Famous Actions of his Fathers, the Princes of 
the Houſe of Naſam, by whoſe Valour and Conduct 
they had gain'd and conſerv'd their Liberties. ' On 
the other Side, De- Mit having render'd himſelf 
odious to the Vulgar, was by them torn in Pieces: 
Such a Deſtiny oft happening to thoſe who aſpire 
to raiſe themfelves by unlawful Methods, and who 
are ambitious to be the Ringleaders of a Faction.

This 1s certain, the King of France is the moſt 
Gallant Prince in Europe. He paſſes from Divertiſe- 
ments to the Toils of the War; and from the Cam- 
paign returns to his Pleaſures again.

Terrors, the preſent Devaſtations-of Italy, and the 
univerſal Conqueſts of the Oſmans : The King of 
the Country ſhall receive thoſe diſtreſs'd Fugitives 
with open Arms, and ſhall aſſign them certain Por- 
tions of Land, where they may build Houſes and 
Habitations for themſelves and their Families;

the Country ſhall approve of their Counſel. So 
Mall all thoſe of the Noble and Vulgar, whoſe good 
Fate is written in their Foreheads. As for the reſt, 
they ſhall remain in their Ineredulity. 

This holy Perſon ſhall reform the Errors of all 
the Chriſtian Churches, utterly aboliſhing the Uſe of 
Images and Pictures, convince the Feus of their In- 


fidelity, and chaſe away the Darkneſs of Superſtiti- 


tion from Earth. He ſhall argue with Reaſons ſo 
forcible and cogent, ſo clear and demonſtrative, 
chat none but the wilfully obſtinate will reſiſt the 
Truth which he divulges, or oppoſe his authentick 
Miſſions. Thouſands ſhall be converted by the Dint 


of his Word, and ten thouſands by his Exemplary 


Life. For he ſhall go up and down preaching and 
doing good Works throughout Gren Britain, till the 
number of his Proſelytes is compleat. Then he 
mall fend Apoſtlet and Meſſengers into Scireland. 
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Denmark, Muſcovy, and other Parts of Europe, who 
ſhall alſo convert an innumerable Multitude to his 


Lau. Foreign Princes ſhall ſend their Ambaſſadors 


to the King of Great Britain, and to him; for he ſhall 
be at the King's Right Hand. They ſhall enter in- 
to Leagues and Covenants, and all the Chriſtian 
Princes ſhall be ar Unity. Mighty Armies ſhall be 
rais'd in the North, who ſhall come down and give 
new Courage to the oppreſs'd Nazarenes of the Weſt.

To Hamet Reis Effendi, Principal Se- 
cretary of the Ottoman Empire. 


'Thin': all the ſenſible World are inquiſitive in- 
| to tie Life of Cardinal Richlieu. He was the 
Pole-Star of Stateſmen, whilſt living: And now he 
1s dead, his Memoirs and Maxims ſerve as a Chart 
and Compaſs, by which the Politicians fteer their 
Courſe to avoid the Rocks and Shelves which threat- 
en a Kingdom, or Commonwealth, both in the Tem- 
peſts of War, and the Serene Calms of Peace. 
Thou haſt formerly receiv'd ſome Remarks from 
me, on the Life of this great Miniſter; yet I am 
not ſurpriz'd at the Contents of thy laſt Diſpatch, 
which require a farther Account of him. No body 
can know too much of a Man who was the Miracle 
of his Time; and not only ftartled the wiſeſt of 
Contemporaries, by his prodigious Actions; but has 


puzzled all that ſurvive him, to trace his Footſteps. } 


Undoubtedly, France owes to his Conduct, all her 
preſent Grandeur, with the Hopes ſhe has of in- 
creaſing it. To him ſhe 1s indebted for her Con- 
queſts in Flanders , Sicily „ Catalonia , Piedmoni , my 

Zi ;- tne 
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the German Frontiers. "Twas he firſt taught her 
the compleat Way to humble her inſolent Neigh- 


bours, and to ſuppreſs her rebellious Domeſticks, 
He much abated the troubleſome Weight of a Crown, 


and made it fit lighter on the Head of Lewis XIII. 
Whilſt Cardinal Mazarini, his Succeſſor in the Prime 
Miniſtry, acting by the ſame Principles, render'd it 
as ſoft and eaſy to the preſent King, as the Grand 
Signior's Turbant. In a word, through the Effica- 
cy of Richlieu's Politicks,  Leaqvis XIV. 1s become the 
moſt Abſolute Monarch in Chriftendom. For he ei- 
ther undermines or over-reaches his Enemies, by 
ſpecious 'Treaties of Peace, where he is ſure to 
have the better on it; or he runs them down with 


the Force of War. To conclude, he has a long 
Head, and a longer Sword, which all will confeſs 


that have to do with him. And this is the pure 
Reſult of Richlieu's Memoirs. | 
Yet after all, that Miniſter had his blind Side too 


as well as other Mortals. Publick Virtues, and pri- 


vate Vices ; State Perfections, and Perſonal Frail- ' 
ties. He ſerved his Maſter with a Zeal and Fideli- 
ty, with a Wiſdom and Courage, difficult to be 
match'd ; but he ſerved himſelf after the common 
Manner of Men. He indulged his favourite Path-- 
ons, which were Love, Jealouſy, and Revenge. 
There is a Letter of mine regiſter'd in the Ar- 
chives of the Sacred Port, wherein I mention'd. a 


particular Amour of this great Prelate. Beſides 


that , he had feveral Intrigues with the Dutch- 
eſs of Elbeuf, the Counteſs of Soiſſons , and other 
Ladies of Prime Quality. Nay, there are not 
wanting ſuch as confidently report, That he Had 
Two Children by one of his own Nieces. And 
Verfes were ſ wie. about on that Subject. | 

As he cheriſh'd this ſoft Inclination to Women, 


fo he was naturally jealous of all Rivals, whether 


of his Love or Intereſt. He would never ſuffer any 
Man to live, whom he once ſuſpected to be in a Ca- 

acity, and to make the ſmalleſt Advantage to thwart 
bis Deſigns. Hy For 
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For this Reaſon, he gave the moſt conſiderable 
military Offices, both by Sea and Land, to Eccle- 
ſiaſticks, who depended on him; which occaſion'd 


a certain waggiſh Poet to paſs this Jeft on the Pub- 


lick Adminiſtration:

T believe Father Foſeph was the worſe beloy'd for 
being Cardinal Richlieu's Confeſſor.

Every body ſuſpects the Cardinal had a Hand in 
his precipitate Death, to prevent his telling of 
Tales: For he knew all his Secrets; and the Car- 
dinal was known to be with him when he died. It 
was during the Siege of Briſac, a City on the Rhine, 
which was then upon the Point of ſurrendring to- 
the French: And the News coming to the Cardinal, 
juſt as Father Foſeph was in his laſt Agonies, he 
came to his Bed-fide, and laying his Mouth cloſe: 
to the poor Fryar's Ear, cried as loud as he could, 
Courage, Courage, mon Pere, Nous avous pris Briſace. 
A ſtrange Cordial for a dying Man ; 2 ſomebody, 


ne Cucullnti, wobis i Purpura ridet, 
Fung itur Inferni Munere Pontificis. 


There is another Inſtance of this Cardinal's Re- 
vengeful Temper and his Cruelty. One Day the 
Duke of Orleans, who hated him mortally, went to 
his Palace, under pretence of giving him a Viſit, 
but really with a Deſign to ſtab him. However, as 
ſoon as he came into the Cardinal's Preſence, his 
Noſe fell a bleeding. Which appearing to him as 
an, ominous Preſage of what he was going about. 
he was ſtruck with ſome Remorſe, and frankly con- 
feſſing his Deſign to the Cardinal, begg'd his Par- 
don. That cunning Miniſter diſſembling his Re- 
ſentments, knowing the Duke was not a Man of 
Reſolution enough to undertake ſo bold an Action, 
unleſs he had been extremely animated by ſomebo- 


dy near him; he preſently refle&ed on Monſieur- 


Puylaurent, the Duke's chief Favourite. Immedi- 
ately. he decreed. his Ruin, and to effect it with 
more. Eaſe, he pretended an extraordinary Friend- 

15 DS ſhip. 
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ſhip to him, offering him one of his Nieces in Mar- 
riage. Monſieur Puylaurent, who ſuſpe&ed not the 
Train which was laid for him, embraced the Pro- 


poſal with much Joy, as hoping thereby to raiſe 


and eſtabliſh his Fortune under the Protection of 
his potent Uncle. In fine, he married the Cardi- 
nal's Niece, but lived not to enjoy her ; for on the 
very Nuptial Day, the Cardinal cauſed him to be 
arreſted and ſent Priſoner to the Baftile, where he 


was poiſoned by a Fryar, in a Glaſs of Wine. As 


Toon as he had ſwallowed the fatal Potion , the 
Fryar told him, it was neceſſary for him to confeſs bis 
Sins that very Moment, in regard he had bat à few Mi- 
mutes to live. Monſieur Puylanrent threw the Glaſs 
at the Fryar's Head, giving him two or three ſwing- 
ing Curſes, and then fell on his Knees to Conſeſh- 


on; which being perform'd, he expir'd. 


Sometimes the Cardinal was very ſingular and in- 
genious in the Execution of his Revenge, as if he 
endeavoured to perſuade the Werld, That he ful- 
filled the Law of the Talio, which requires an Eye 
for an Eye, and puniſhes by an exact kind of Pro- 
portion. As it happened in the Caſe of the Dukes 
of Guixe, Montmorency, and Monſieur de Baſſompiervee 
Theſe were the Heads of a Faction, which diame- 
trically oppos'd the Cardinal and his Party. He was 
the grand Eye-ſore, the chief Obſtacle of their de- 
ſign d Prevalence at the Court. Wherefore, if they 
could but once remove him out of the Way, _ 
thought themſelves ſure of the King's Ear in all 
Things. To effect this, they conſulted together how 
to diſpoſe of him. The Duke of Gaize was of Opini- 
on, he ſhould not be kill'd, in regard he was a Prince 
of the holy Church ; but that he ſhould be ſent ro 
Rome, there to attend the proper Affairs of his Ec- 
cleſiaſtick Function, among the Teft of his purpl'd 
Brethren. The Duke of Montmorency was clearly 
for taking off his Head. But Monſieur de Baſſom- 
pierre was againſt both theſe Methods: For, ſaid he, 
F be be ſent to Rome, be will be always a 4

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Miſchief againſt us. And it would be an eternal Ble 
miſh to France, if the Purple of the Holy Church ſhould 
be ſtain d with Blood. Let us ſend him cloſe Priſoner to 
the Baſtile, chere he may ſpend the Remainder of bis 
Days in writing Learned Books. | ; 

The Cardinal, who had his Agents buſy about in 
all Parts, ſoon was inform'd of this Conſult : And 
he retaliated every Man's Sentence upon its own 
Author. For he baniſh'd the Duke of Guize, con- 
fining him to Rome; he beheaded the Duke of Moni- 
morency ; and impriſon'd Monſieur de Baſſompierre in 
the Baſtile, where he lay till the Cardinal's Death. 

I could inſert a great many more Remarks con- 
cerning Cardinal Richlieu : But I am afraid of of- 
fending by Tedioufneſs. If thou commandeſt me, 
another Letter ſhall preſent thee with more Vari- 
eties. Fe |

In old time the Gracians having a Mind to build a 


new City in ſome Part of Thrace, and being at Odds 


about the Choice of a Spot of Ground ſuitable to ſo 
great and. important an Undertaking, they at laſt 


agreed to conſult the Oracle of Apollo. They did 
fo, and were anſwer d, That they ſhould lay the Fun- 


 dations of the City right over againſt the Blind Men: 
For ſo the Inhabitants of Chalcedon were call'd, be- 
cauſe when they were upon the fame Deſign of 
founding a new City, they could not diſcern be- 
tween. the Fertility of the Soil on that Side the 
Propontis where 8 now ſtands, and the 


Barrenneſs and Defart State of the Ground where 


they built, on the other Side. | 
Puuſanias therefore buſy ing his Mind about theſe 
Things, and pitching right upon the Senſe of the 
Oracle, caus'd the Foundations of the City to be 
laid exactlyover-againſt Chalcedon: And when it was 


finiſhꝭd it was call'd: Byzantium, as I have ſaid, from. 


Byza5, Wha had. the Overſight of the Work. 4 
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It retained this Name many Vears and Ages, flouriſh- 


ing in a high Degree among the other Cities of Greece 


and Thrace, beingeſteem d the Gate of Europe and Aſia, 


by which the mutual Commerce of both thoſe Quar- 

ters of the Earth was interchangeably held up- 
But after the Days of the Meſſias, there aroſe an 

Emperor of Rome, whoſe Name was Conſtantine. This 


Prince, as it is Recorded in Roman Hiftories, ſaw a 


Viſion in the Air, when he was at the Head of his 
Army, marehing aga inſt Licinius, and preparing to 
give Battel. He and all his Soldiers beheld the Fi- 
gure of a Croſs, with theſe Words plainly engraven 
in the Firmament: In boc Sig no vinces. Conſtantine 
tdok this for àa good Omen, and caus'd a Standard of 
Silver to be made exactly after the ſame Form: To 


which he appointed fifty Standard- bearers, to 


carry it by Turns, and to guard it: For it was ex- 
ceeding rich, being emboſs d all over with Rubies, 
Diamonds, Pearls, and other precious Jewels, of the 
Orient. He built a Pavilion alſo for the glorious Idol; 
and being inſtructed in the Chriſtian Law by Euſebi- 
as Pamphilus, and other Learned Mollab's, he was 
at laſt baptix d by Sylveſter the Pops, 

TPhis great Monarch, as the Story goes, being very 
pious, and having conceiy'd a profound Veneration 
far Pope Sylbe Tok hun the Dominion of Rome, and 
a great Part of ſtaly, whilſt he removed the Imperial 
Court to the Ea, and took up his Reſidence at Byxan- 
tium, Which he augmented with innumerable ſtately 
Edifices; ſtriving, if poſhible ; to equal it. with the 
Majeſty and Grandeur of Rome. He collected whatſoe- 


ver was precious and beautiful in all the Eaſt, to adora 


the City withal : Witneſs the Palaces of ſuperb Archi- 
tecture, the admirable Heighth and Form of divers O- 
belisks and Pillars, all made of Marble, Porphyry, or 
Jaſper. Not to inſiſt on the prodigious Strength and 
Firmneſs of the Walls, the coſtly Aqueducts, with o- 
ther ſerviceable Things. At laſt, that he might con- 
ſecrate himſelf to immortal Renown, he call'd the 
City by his own Name, Conſtantinople, or the ei of

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Conſtamine: By whieh Name it is known even to this i 
Pay. It was alſo called New'Rome, after it once be- 
eame the Seat of the Chriſtiun Emperors : In whoſe p «| 

Poſſeſſion it remain d, till it was taken by Mabomet II. 

Invincible Emperor of the Orromans, the Vear 1453, 
according to the Epocha of the Nazerenes; on the | 
third Day of the Week which they call Pentecoſt. 
It had been a grand Neglect and Overſight in any 
Prince fo Potent and Politick as Mabomet was, to 
ſuffer fuch an Opportunity to eſcape as Fortune of- 
fer'd him, of taking the moſt opulent and glorious 
City in the World. For there was an irreconcile- 
able Schiſm broke forth between the Churches of the 
Eaſt and Weſt. There were two or three Popes at the 
4 fame Time, quarreling in Rome for the Supremacy ; 
| there was a War of Fifty Years ſtanding between 


4 the Fench and the Engliſh, which unhing'd all the 
4 Courts in Europe. The Chriſtians had long before, 
# by dear-bought Experience, (the Lofs of many hun- 
| dred thonſand Men, and infinite Sums of Money, 
F# conſum'd in thoſe vain and raſh Expeditions, Which 


they ſanctified with the ſpeeious Title of the Holy 

Mar,) found, that it was not eaſy to wreſt one Town 
of Strength out of the Hands of the tenacious Nu, 
fulmans ; much leſs to defend ir long, or ſave their 
moſt important Cities from the Fury of a Twrkiſh 
Reprizal. They were ſick and ſurfeired: with the 
Viſionary Stuff of Petey the Hermit; and all Illumina- 
to's like him, grew out of Faſhioni Every Prince 

and State in Weſtern Chriſtendom, began to mind their 
own Intereſt ; no more Enthuſiaſtick 'Tales of that 
Kind wou'd go down: 'Fhe great ones had open'd 
thetr Eyes. | THEE 8 
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Beſides, he that was then Emperor of Greece, Con- 
ſtantinus Palevlogus, was look d upon by the Chriſtians 
as a Tyrant, the Off- ſpring of Ty rants and Uſurpers. 
The Grecians ſtill retain'd the black Me neirs of thoſe 
horrid and nefandous Tragediĩes, ated hy Michael An- 
dronicus, Fobn and Manuel, the Predeceſſors and An- 

beſtors of this Conſtantirie, And they had ſuch a pay: 

Acular 
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ticular Averſion for his Government, that tho? there 
were infinite 'Treaſures of Gold and Silver in the 
Hands of the rich Citizens of Conftantinople, when 
that City was beſieged by Mahomet II. yet no Man 
would part with the leaft Sum of Money to ſupport 
the Publick Cauſe : But choſe rather in a kind of re- 
vengeful and deſperate Sullennefs, to fall into the 
Hands of the victor ious Oſmans, than to afford their 
hated Sovereign any Relief. | 
Thus fell that Queen of Cities, the Glory of all 
the Eaſt, under the Power of our puiſſant Emperors, 
in whoſe Poſſeſſion it remains to this Day; and may 
it ſo remain till the Moon ſhall be in her laſt Wane, 
and the Sun ſhall ceaſe to ſhine on the World. 
In the mean time, I will entertain thee en paſ- 
ſant as the French call it, with a ſhort View of the 
chief Magnificences in Conſtantinople. ; 
That which firſt draws the Admiration of 'Travel- 
lers, is the glorious Structure of Sancta Sophia, a 
Temple conſecrated to the Eternal WISDOM, 
by which the Worlds were made: Euilt by the Em- 
peror Fuſtinian with inimitable Magnificence; tho 
afterwards ſpoiled and plunder'd of its chiefeft Or- 
naments, by the greedy Soldiers of Mabomet II. 
whom I have ſo often mentioned; and ſix Parts of 
it entirely ſubverted by ſucceeding Emperors. 
Pity it was, if furious and ill-grounded Super- 
ſtition was the Cauſe of ſuch deplorable Ruins.

| a long Siege; but when once they begin to ſmart 

* for Want of Proviſions, they ſoon capitulate, and 

ſurrender. Neither have they more Patience in a 

Camp, to bear the Injuries of Weather; but they 

make Haſte to ſet upon the Enemy, and decide the 

Quarrel i a pitch'd Combat: Wherein, if their firſt 

Onſet fail, they feem like Men ſtupify d, aftoniſh'd, 

or in a Trance; not knowing whether they had beſt 

to renew the Aſſault, or tofly: Andif they once fly, 
there is no rallying them again. Yet theſe Armies 
are not rais d without a vaſt Expence, nor maintain'd 
without a greater, being cumber'd with a Train of 

Women, Children, and Servants; who conſume the 

Proviſions of the Soldiers, ſo that many Times they 

ſſtarve for want of common Ammunition Bread. 

2 Their Horſes may be called rather ſtrong, than 

e ee. and bold; being for the moſt Part taken 

rom the Plough, or other Rural Drudgeries. In a 

word, they're like their Riders, Phlegmatick and Dull,

z rage from this Spectacle. "TY, The 
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The Germans alſo have conſiderable Forces by Sea; 
but they ſeldom make uſe of them, unleſs it be a- 
gainſt the Danes and Swedes. Beſides all 'rhis, their 
Auxiliary Armies are not to be forgot, which they 
receive from Italian Princes, from the Dukes of Sa- 
voy and Lorain, and ſometimes from the truſty Siſſes. 
But there are two Things chiefly wanting in this 
Empire, amidſt all its numerous Forces: One is, 
Unity and Concord among the Subjects; another is, 
a fix d Reſolution and Readineſs to enterprize any 
Thing of Moment. Their Han- Towns are always 
jealous of the Neighbouring Princes. And theſe a- 
gain give them Occaſion to ſuſpect their Power, and 
hate their Intereſt, which they fo often employ. a- 
gainſt them, by incroaching on their Privileges. 
Then the Catbolicks and Proteſtants are always quar- 
relling: And one Sect of 4 perpetually per- 
ſecuting another. Hence it falls out, that the Prin- 
ces go ſo unwillingly and rarely to the Diets: And 
when they come there, they ſpin out ſo much Pime 


in adjuſting their private Pretenſions, Claims and 


Privileges; in performing of State-Ceremonies; 
and in deliberating concerning the Publick Good; 
whilſt every one contradicts his Neighbour, and la- 
bours with all his Might to eftabliſh his own Opini- 
on, and get it paſs'd into a Decree by the Sanction 
of the Diet; that before they come to any Reſolves, 
an expeditious and potent Enemy might ruſh in the 


Heart of rhe Country, and even take all theſe Nor-

The German Empire is Elective; and the Power of 
chuſing Ceſar, is in the Hands of Seven Princes. Theſe 
are firſt, the Archbiſhop of Mentz, Grand Chancellor of 
the Empire; in whoſe Cuſtody are the Archives and 
Decrees of the German Diets. The Second is, the Arch- 
biſhop of Tiers, or Tyeves, Great Chancellor of the Em- 


pire for Fance. The Third is, the Archbiſhop of Colen, 


Great Chancellor of the Embpive for Italy. The Fourth 
is, the King of Bohemia,  Cup-Bearer to the Emperor. 
The Fifth is, the Count Palatine of the Rhine, a as 

| | 01 
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of the Imperial Palace. The Sixth 1s. the Dube 
of Saxony, Marſhal or Sword-Bearer to the Emperor. 
The Seventh and laſt is, the Marguis of Brandenburg, 
Great Chamberlain, or Treaſurer of the Empire. | 

There are reckon'd 25 Politick Princes or Dukes 
in the Empire, 6 Marquiſſes, 5 Lantgraves, 9 Arch- 
biſhops, and Biſhops 47 ; Abbots who enjoy the Title 
and Dignity of Princes 12, Abbots of a lower De- 
gree 52. With innumerable others, too tedious to 
be named. They reckon alſo 82 Counts of Prinei- 


pal Note, beſides many of a meaner Figure. They 


number 49 Barons and Free Lords, 90 Hans-Towns, 
and 10 Circles of the Empire. 

In the German- Diets, this Order is obſerved: 
When the Emperor is placed in the Throne, the Arch- 
b;ſhop of Triers takes his Place juſt over againſt him: 
He of Mentz fits next to the Emperor, on his Right 
Hand ; the Second Place belongs to the King of Bo- 
hemia; and the Third to the Count Palatine of the 
Rhine. On the Emperor's Left Hand, the Archbiſhop 
of Colen takes the firſt Place; the Duke of Saxony the 
next; and the Marquis of Brandenburgh the Third. 

The Hans-Towns which acknowledge no other 
Lord but the Emperor, are governed by their own 
Municipal Laws and Privileges. In ſome of them 
the Common People bear Rule; in others, a Mixture 
of the Commons and Nobles; and many of them 
wholly obey the Nobility. _ 0 

No Man ſalutes by the Title of Emperor, him 
whom the Princes have elected to that Dignity, till 
he be crown'd by the Pope, or Mufti of Rome. They 
call him Cæſar, or King of the Romans, or Xing of 
Germany; but not Empergy, till the Coronation is fi- 
niſh'd. Nor does the Emperor, even after he is 
crown'd and eſtabliſh'd in the Throne, exerciſe an 
Abſolute Poxver in all Things; Affairs of Importance 
being generally referr'd to the Publick Diets or Di- 
vans of the Empire; where the Electoral Princes de- 
liberate all Things; On whom the very Power of 
the Emperor himſelf depends. 3 
I | Theſe 
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\ Theſe Diets are very confus'd and tedious, in re- 
gard the Princes ſeldom appear there in their own 
Perſons, but ſend their Ambaſſadors and Deputies, 
who yet have not full Power toconclude any Thing 
without particular Orders from their reſpective 
Maſters. So that a prodigious deal of Time is taken 
up, in ſending Couriers to inform the Princes of all 
emergent Counſels and Tranſactions, and in wait- 
ing for their expreſs Inſtructions and Anſwers again. 
In a word, conſidering the Diverſity of Intereſts 
carried on by the Electoral Princes, their Mutual 
Feuds and Diſſentions, Domeſtick Animoſities, and 
Foreign Engagements, both on Religious and Po- 
Zitical Accounts; tis a Miracle that this tottering 
Empire ſtands ſo long, and does not fall to Ru in: 
Eſpecially being environ'd, and almoſt continually 
aſſaulted by Three Potent Enemies; the King of 
Sueden, the King of France, and our invincible Mo- 
narch: Not to mention the frequent Incurſions of 
the Muſcovites and 'Tartars; the Revolts of the Hun- 
garians, Tranſilvanians, Boſnians, Croats, and other 
Nations, which are counted Members of the Ger- 
man Empire. But he abounds in Men and Money, 
with all other Neceſſaries to ſupport his Wars: 
There not being a more rich and populous Region 
on Earth, than Germany 8

For 
there are certain buſy goſſiping Eccho's featter'd up 


and down the Elements, which are always liſt'ning 


to the Words of Mortals: And if the ſpightful Elves 
can but take hold of any Syllable to do a Man an 
Injury, they are big till they have vented it. Yet 
they make no Shew or Noiſe, but whiſper out their 
Tales in Secret ; ſometimes in Dead of Night, when 
Men are faſt aſleep; at other Times when they are 
deeply muſing on the hidden Things of Nature. 
For 'tis only to the Wiſe, the Sage, the Noble and 
the Great, that they reveal theſe Paſſages, becauſe 
tis ſuch alone have Ears to hear them. They haunt 
the Bed- Chambers of Kings and Princes, to tell them 


News in Dreams. They are the ſwifteſt Couriers 


in the World. For they have Wings, and fly from 
Court to Court, and from one Climate to another in a 
Moment's Time. They are always buzzing in the 


Ears of Stateſmen and great Politicians, to whom * | 


ſhew the dark Intrigues of Foreign and Domeſtic 

Enemies. Thus are Conſpiracies and Plots of Re- 
bels oft diſcover'd, though managed never ſo ſe- 
eretly. They viſit now and then the Cloſets of 
Philoſophers, and ſuch as love the Soiences: Men of 
abſtracted Souls; whoſe 'Thoughts are volatile and 
pure, their Fancies lively and vegete. To theſe they 


unfold the covert Myſteries of Nature, and ſhew 
: them 
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them Things to come. They frame the [dea's of re- 
mote, unknown Events, which they imprint upon 
the ductile Minds of Prophets and holy Men: In- 
ſpiring them with ſtrange and unaccountable Pre- 
ſages of what ſhall ſhortly happen to themſelves or 


others, whether it be good or evil. For theſe buſy-. 


bodies are the Daughters of the World's great Soul ; 
and they inherit an univerſal Senſe and Feeling of 
whatſoever happens in the Elements. Tis true, 

ſome Knowledge they acquired by Study and Ob- 
ſervation, even as we Mortals do; but at a far ſwift- 
er Rate. Their airy Bodies do not ſo oppreſs their 
intellectual Faculties, as our groſs Hulks of Fleſh do 
ours. We're forc'd to Dig and Plough, or to Sow. 
and Harrow for ſmall Returns of Science. Our 

Soil is barren, it muſt be manured and cultivated: 
with Art and Coft, before it yields a tolerable Har- 
veſt of what deſerves the Name of ſolid Knowledge. 
But theſe defecate Tenants of the -Air, have no 


more to do, but to be meerly paſſive, and they. 


ſtreight learn every Thing: For the eternal Sapi- 
ence wanders through the Univerſe, to ſeek out ſuch 
as will or can imbibe her free Impreſſion. She volun- 
tarily ſlides into receptive Souls, and fills them with 
her Rays. Thus the ſublimer Genij of the Air, bask 
in an open Orb of intellectual Light, becauſe they 
are embodied in the moſt refined and pureſt Mat- 
ter: Whereas we Mortals muſt be thankful for her 


Illuminations by Retail. She only ſhines on us 
through Chinks and Cranniesof our dungeon Fleſh: 
And yet but ſeldom ſo in direct Beams. Few Men 


can boaſt that Privilege. The greateſt Part walk 


only 1n the uncertain Twilight of Opinion ; or at 

beſt, in the faint languid Glimmerings of human 
Reaſon: which, like the Moon, conveys the Ori- | 
ginal Light of Science to us by Reflection, and at

At the Bxtremity of che Town is ſeen the Antique 
Building of a Fortreſs, whicli is call d the Caſtle of 
the Seven Towers; 4 Work of inimitable Archite- 
Cure.” There is a Gariſon in it of two hundred and 
fifty Soldiers; not one of which dares to ſet his Foot 
our of the Caſtle-Gates, without the Leave of the 
Vizzer Axen, unleſs it be on two certain Days in the 
Vear; that is, the firſt: of Beiram, and Ramezan. | 
_ In'this Plack formerly the Otroman Emperors us d 
to lay their Freafures of Gold and Silver, their Arms 
and Ammunition, their Books, and whatſoever they 
eſteem'd precious. But Amurat the Son of Selymus II. 
tranſlated all theſe Things into the Serail; where 
they have been kept ever ſince: And this Caſtle is 
turn'd- into à Priſon for Kings and Princes taken 
Captives by the true Kiithful ; as alſo for rebellious 
Baſſas, and other Perſons of Quality. Here Coreſ- 
qui, Vayved of Moſdavia, was ſhut up in the Year | 
1617 of rhe Chriſtians Rra. And in the Year 1622, 
of the ſame Date, the rebellious Fanixaries impri- 
ſoned their Sovereign Lord, Sultan Oſman, Whom 
afterwards they ſtrangl'd in the ſame, Place. 8 
There are above two thouſand Moſques, Oratories 
and Sepulchres, within the Walls of Conſtantinople. 
I have already deſcrib'd that of 4ia-Sophian, in my 
laſt. Ir remains now, that I ſpeak of four others, 
built by ſome of our former Emperors. The firſt 
and chiefeſt, was built by Sultan Mabomet II. 
to expreſs his Gratitude to God for the taking of 
Conſtantinople. It is a magnificent Structure, rais'd 
according to the Pattern of Sancta Sophia. He

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caus'd a hundred ſtately Chambers to be built round 
| about it, both for the Service of the Imaum and 
| Mollab's who belong to the Moſque; and for the En- 
[ tertainment of Strangers, let them be of What Na- 
| tion or Religion ſoever. He rais'd alſo Fifty other 
Chambers without theſe, for the Uſe of the Poor : 
And endowed. the Moſue with Sixty thouſand - 
Duckets of Yearly Revenue. IE 
The Second Moſque was built by Bajazet II. the 
Son of this Mabomet. The Third was built by Se- 
Iimus I. The Fourth, by Sohman the Magni ſtcem. 
The Three laſt of theſe Princes lie buried each in 
his own Moſque, under Monuments of a ſuperb Fi- 
gure: Innumerable Lamps burning over them, and 
round about them, Night and Day, whilſt certain 
Mollab's pray by turns, without eeaſing, for the 
Health of the departed Royal Souls. 
Hut the laſt of theſe oſques, which has huilt, 
as I have ſaid, by Satan Soyman, far exceeds all 
the reſt, and comes not ſhort of Sancta Sophia, in 
the Richneſs of Marble, Porphyry-, and-other. ex- 
; celenr Materia. „ The ng Do 
"The Greeks have Forty Churches and Chapels in 
Conſtantinople , wherein they perform the . Nazarene - 
Worſhip. © The Armenians have Four. Thoſe of 
the Latin Communion have a College annexed to it 
for a certain Number of Feſuits. This is ſeated in 
Pera, which is a kind of Suburb to Conſtantinople. 
The Fews have great Liberty in the Imperial 
City. Their Habitations are contiguous, taking 
up Nine Principal Streets; and they have Eight 
. and thirty Synagogues. | 
The Walls of the City remain very entire, and 
are doubte towards the Land. There are Nineteen 
Gates in them; one of which is eall'd the Hoh 
Gate,; in reſpect of a vaſt; Mukitude of Chriſtian 
Faints who he buried in a Chapel hard by it. It 
was through this Gate that Mahomet II. made his 
Triumphant Entry into Conſtantenople, on purpoſe, 
as it were, to prophane = reputed Sancti pe- 4 
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Place, and inſult o er their falſe Gods ;, whilſt he 
cane to eſtabliſh the LAY and Worſhip of the only 
True God, Creator of Heayen and Farth.. 

There are Abundance of Antique Monuments in 
the City, as Pyramids and Obelisks of admirable 
Figure and Contrivance, In one Place, there are 
Three. Serpents. of Marble, ſtretching themſelves 


to: the Height of Two Men, and mutually twiſting 
about each other. "The Report goes, That theſe 


were ęrelted by a Magician at the Time when the 


Citizens were much unteſted with living Serpents, 


and that by this Enchantment they were freed. __ 


One of theſe has a Wound in the Neck, which was: 


given it by Mabomet II. when he rode into the van- 
quiſh'd City. For, he beholding the horrid Idol, and 
gueſſing right, that it was the Work of ſome Magi- 
cian, was mov'd with holy Zeal and Indignation. 
Wherefore, couching his Spear, and giving Spurs to 
his Harſe, he ran full T1 | 
of the Serpents in the Neck, which is feen to this Day, 
In the ſame Payement there ſtands a very elegant 
Column of ruſtick Workmanſhip, as they call it: 
The Marbles, of which it conſiſts, being faſtned to- 
gether without the Intervention of Mortar, Bitu- 
men, or any other Cement. It has within, a winding 
Stair-Caſe, by which one may go up to the Top. 
In this Place, which is call'd the Hippodrome, the 
Ottoman Grandees exerciſe themſelves on Horſeback,
